Series of Attacks Made on Women 
and Girls. 

Feb. 13.—A series of six at­ 
tacks upon women and girls has set 
the southeastern and eastern districts 
of Berlin in a state of panic. Three 
women were attacked Tuesday even­ 
ing by a man who used a sharp in­ 
strument, believed to be a large awl, 
wounding on the lower portions of 
their bodies.

Con­ 
ditions, according to the information 
at hand, are very grave and great 
alarm is felt by foreign officials la 
Liberian employ. 
A British gunboat 
has arrived to afford protection to for­ 
eign interests and a company of sol­ 
diers has been sent from Sierra Leone 
to the capital at Monrovia for the 
same purpose. Apparently great de­ 
spondency is entertained as to the 
ability of the government to maintain 
itself and as to the future of Liberia 
as a nation. 
The cables called renewed attention 
to the efforts of the state department 
inaugurated by Secretary Root to se­ 
cure an appropriation of $20,000 to 
enable the president to send to Li­ 
beria a commission with a view to re­ 
porting recommendations as to the 
specific action this government should 
take which would constitute the most 
effective measures of relief. Secre­ 
tary Root anticipated the development 
of conditions which would menace 
seriously the future of Liberia, which 
was established as a direct result of 
the action first of American citizens 
and secondly of the government of the 
United States. Consequently to this 
government Liberia has been an ob­ 
ject of peculiar interest. 
Curiously 
enough it was President Lincoln who 
approved in 1862 a treaty with that 
country, whereby its recognition as 
van independent state was given and it 
was President Lincoln also who ap­ 
pointed the first diplomatic representa­ 
tive of the United States there. From 
time to time since then the United 
States has intervened In boundary 
disputes, making it clear that this 
government was most anxious to be­ 
friend Liberia and have it continue as 
a nation. 
Should a .commission be au­ 
thorized, tlv state department prob­ 
ably would utilize the services of a 
war vessel to take the members to 
Liberia.

a formal expression of the views of or­ 
ganized labor on ’he recent contem pt 
decision against the officers of the na­ 
tional federation of labor. 
The m eet­ 
ing was well advertised and a good 
crowd attended. 
Thomas Van Lear, of 
Minneapolis, was the principal speaker 
and Rev. -1. R. 
Alten, rector of St. 
Paul’s Episcopal "hurch spoke on “ Co­ 
operation.” 
The m eeting was called to order by 
the president of the Brainerd Trades 
and Labor Assembly. 
Those who came early were well en­ 
tertained by the Juvenile band which 
was secured for th a t occasion, 
he 
band rendered several selections and 
deserve great credit for their work. 
A fter the meeting was called to or­ 
der Mr. Henning presented the case in 
hand to the audience—the convicting 
of Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Mor­ 
rison. 
As presented by Mr. 
Henning 
this conviction rose from a 
dispute 
which the Buck Stove and Range peo­ 
ple had with their m etal polishers, 
platers and buffers. 
He told the audi­ 
ence the m eeting was called to protest 
against the decision of Judge W right, 
of the D istrict of Columbia. 
A fter the musical selections follow­ 
ing upon the introductory rem arks the 
Rev. J. R. Alten was presented by the 
chairm an. 
He spoke rath er shortly 
upon the subject of Co-operation.

guaranteed us by the constitution of 
the United States. 
He then went on 
with his subject, “ Judge Made L aw s.” 
Taking up Judge W right’s decision in 
re Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison, he 
dealt with each paragraph of the de­ 
cision showing th at there was no need 
for making use of the injunction and 
prosecuting these men under that, as 
the case could be dealt with under the 
common law but this would give these 
men the opportunity of calling for a 
jury trial. 
He also mentioned 
the 
treatm ent received by these 
three 
men, at the hands of th at judge. 
While 
Mr. Van Lear spoke very forcibly it 
can hardly be said th at he was very 
radical. 
He is afire with his subject, 
and so would we be under similar cir­ 
cum stances.

The meet­ 
ing was well advertised and a good 
crowd attended. Thomas Van Lear, of 
Minneapolis, was the principal speaker 
and Rev. J. R. Alten, rector of St. 
Paul’s Episcopal church spoke on “Co­ 
operation.” 
The meeting was called to order by 
the president of the Brainerd Trades 
and Labor Assembly. 
Those who came early were well en­ 
tertained by the Juvenile band which 
was secured for that occasion. The 
band rendered several selections and 
deserve great credit for their work. 
After the meeting was called to or­ 
der Mr. Henning presented the case in 
hand to the audience—the convicting 
of Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Mor­ 
rison. As presented by Mr. Henning 
this conviction rose from a dispute 
which the Buck Stove and Range peo­ 
ple had with their metal polishers, 
platers and buffers. 
He told the audi­ 
ence the meeting was called to protest 
against the decision of Judge Wright, 
of the District of Columbia. 
After the musical selections follow­ 
ing upon the introductory remarks the 
Rev. J. R. Alten was presented by the 
chairman.

Mr. Van Lear stated the meeting was 
not called because of sympathy, but 
to demand the rights which we have 
guaranteed us by the constitution of 
the United States. He then went on 
with his subject, “Judge Made Laws. 
Taking up Judge Wright’s decision in 
re Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison, he 
dealt with each paragraph of the de­ 
cision showing that there was no neec 
for making use of the injunction anc. 
prosecuting these men under that, as 
the case could be dealt with under the 
common law but this would give these 
men the opportunity of calling for 
jury trial.

stone and even W ashington stand in 
greatness of character, in depth of 
feeling and in n certain moral power 
fa r behind Lincoln. 
Lincoln was a 
man of whom a nation has a right to 
be proud. II«* w as a C hrist in m inia­ 
ture. a saint of hum anity, whose name 
will live thousands of years in tho 
legends of future generations. We are 
still too near to bis g reatness and so 
ran hardly appreciate Ids divine pow­ 
er, but after a few centuries more our 
posterity will find ldtn considerably 
bigger than we do. His genius Is still 
too strong and too powerful for the 
common 
understanding, ju^t as tho 
sun is too hot when Its light beam s 
directly on us. 
“ If one would know the greatness of 
Lincoln one should listen to the stories 
which a re told nl>out him In other 
p arts of the world. 
1 have been in

lie listened to ev ery th in g 
w ith indifference, but w hen I began to 
tell ab ou t the g reat s ta te sm e n and the 
g re a t generals of the world he seem ed nl 
once to become very m uch Interested. 
“ ‘W ait a m om en t,’ he In terrup ted a fte r 
I had talked a few m inutes. 
‘I w a n t ell 
m y neighbors and m y sons to listen to 
you. 
I will call th em Im m ediately.’

President Garfield told the 2T»0 Wil­ 
liams alumni at tho tallies Hint ho in­ 
tended to eat ids meals among the 
students of the college in tile new din­ 
ing hall which is being completed in 
the new dormitory in Pile Berkshire 
quadrangle. 
He added that be was 
going to make as many members of 
the Williams faculty as he could dine 
there also. 
“We won’t dine at a high table 
apart, either,” he added, while the 
diners cheered. 
“We’U dine at the 
same table as the students.” 
President 
Wilson, 
who 
followed 
President Garfield, said that he agreed

and that Is just the kind of Americana 
that the American universities must 
make. Our colleges are not doing tin’s 
today. 
“Colleges must not be mere country 
clubs in which to breed up a leisure 
class. I don’t blame the leisure classes 
for doing wrong. 
If I belonged to a 
leisure class I would try to see how 
near I could come to getting into jail. 
College must make students of its 
young men. I don’t give a shell of corn 
what they study. But they mustn’t be 
idle.” 
Both President Garfield’s and Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s remarks were frequently 
interrupted by applause and cheers.

Visiting Count Leo Tolstoy In Yns- J 
Baya with the intention of getting him I 
to write an article on Abraham Lin­ 
coln. I unfortunately found him not well ; 
enough to yield to my request. How­ 
ever, he was willing to give me his 
opinion of Hie great American states­ 
man, and tills is what he told me: 
“Of all the great national heroes and 
statesmen of history Lincoln Is the 
only real giant. 
Alexander, Frederick 
the Great, Caesar, 
Napoleon. Glad­ 
stone and even Washington stand in 
greatness of character, in depth of I 
feeling and In n certain moral power J 
far behind Lincoln. 
Uncoil) was a 
man of whom a nation has a right to 
be proud. He was a Christ in minia- j 
ture, a saint of humanity, whose name 
will live thousands of years in the 
legends of future generations. We are 
still too near to his greatness and so 
can hardly appreciate his divine pow­ 
er, but after a few centuries more our 
posterity will find him considerably i 
bigger than we do. His genius is still I 
too strong and too powerful for the J 
common understanding, Just as the 
sun is too hot when its light beams I 
directly on us. 
“If one would know the greatness of j 
Lincoln one should listen to the stories j 
which are told about him in other ! 
parts of the world. 
I have been in 1 
wild places where one hears the name 
of America uttered with such mystery 
as lf it were some heaven or hell. I 
have heard various tribes of barba- j 
rians discussing the new world, but I I 
heard this only in connectipn with the I 
name of Lincoln. Lincoln as the won- | 
derful hero of America is known by : 
the most primitive nations of Asia. } 
This may be illustrated through the j 
following incident: 
“Once while traveling: In the Caucasus j 
I happened to be the guest of a Cauca- I 
alan chief of the Circassians, who. living 1 
fa r aw ay from civilized life In the moun- 1 
tains, had but a fragm entary and child- ! 
Ish com prehension of the world and Its 
j 
history. 
The fingers of civilization had ; 
never reached him nor his tribe, and all 1 
life beyond his native valleys was a dark j 
m ystery. 
Being a M ussulm an, he was 
n aturally opposed to all ideas of progress 1 
and education. 
“ I w as received with the usual oriental 
j 
hospitality and after our m eal w as asked 
by my host to tell him som ething of my j 
life. 
Yielding to his request, I began to \ 
tell him of my profession, of the develop- ! 
m ent of our Industries and Inventions and 
j 
of th e schools. 
He listened to everything ; 
w ith indifference, but w hen I began to 
tell about the great statesm en and the 
great generals of the world he seemed at ; 
once to become very m uch interested. 
“ ‘W ait a m om ent,’ he interrupted after , 
I had talked a few m inutes. 
‘I w ant all 1 
my neighbors and my sons to listen to ! 
you. 
I will call them im m ediately.’ 
"H e soon returned w ith a score of wild 1 
looking riders and asked me politely to 
continue. 
It was indeed a solemn mo­ 
m ent when those sons of the wilderness 
sat around me on the floor and gazed at 
me as if hungering for knowledge. 
I 
spoke a t first of our czars and of their 
victories; then I spoke of the foreign j 
rulers and of some of the greatest mill- 
j 
ta ry leaders. My talk seemed to im press I 
them deeply. The story of Napoleon was ! 
so Interesting to them th a t I had to tell I 
them every detail—as, for instance, how I 
his hands looked, how tall he was, who J 
m ade his guns and pistols and the color 
of his horse. 
It was very difficult to sat- I 
lsfy them and to m eet their point of view, J 
but I did my best. W hen I declared th at j 
I had finished my talk my host, a gray i 
bearded, tall rider, rose, lifted his hand 
and said very gravely: 
I 
" ’B ut you have not told us a syllable J 
about the greatest general and greatest 
ruler of the world. 
W e w ant to know 
som ething about him. 
H e w as a hero. 
H e spoke w ith a voice of thunder. 
He 
laughed like the sunrise, and his deeds 
were strong as the rock and as sweet as 
th e frag ran ce of roses. 
The angels ap- ( 
peared to his m other and predicted th a t 
the son whom she would conceive would 
become the greatest the sta rs had ever 
seen. 
H e w as so great th a t he even for­ 
gave the crim es of his greatest enemies 
and shook brotherly hands with those 
who had plotted against his life. 
His 
nam e w as Lincoln, $nd the country in 
which he lived is called America, which 
is so fa r aw ay th a t if a youth should 
Journey to reach It he would be an old 
man when he arrived. 
Tell us of th at 
m an.’ ’Tell us, please, and we will present 
you with die best horse of our stock!’ 
shouted the Others. 
‘I looked at them and saw their faces 
all aglow, while their eyes were burning. 
I saw th at those rude barbarians were 
really Interested in a m an whose nam e 
and deeds had already become a legend. 
I told them of Lincoln and his wisdom, of 
his hom e life and youth. They asked me 
ten questions to one which I was able to 
answ er. 
They w anted to know all about 
his habits, his influence upon the people 
and his physical strength. But they were 
very 
astonished to hear th a t Lincoln 
m ade a sorry figure on a horse and th at 
he lived such a simple life. 
" ‘Tell us why he w as killed,’ one of 
them said. 
"I had to tell everything. 
A fter all my 
knowledge of Lincoln w as exhausted they 
seemed to be satisfied. 
I can hardly for­ 
get the g reat enthusiasm which they ex­ 
pressed in their wild thanks and the de­ 
sire to get a picture of the great A m er­ 
ican hero. 
I said th a t I probably could 
secure one from my friend in the nearest 
town, and this seemed to give them great 
pleasure. 
"The next m onring when I left the chief 
a w onderful A rabian horse w*as brought 
me as a present for my m arvelous story, 
and our farewell was very Impressive. 
One of the riders agreed to accom pany 
me to the town and get the promised pic­ 
ture, which I was now bound to secure 
a t any price. 
I was successful in getting 
a largo photograph from my friend, and I 
handed it to the m an with my greetings 
to his associates. 
It w as interesting to 
w itness the gravity 
his face and th* 
trem bling of his hands when he received 
my present. 
Ha gazed for several m in­ 
utes silently, like one in a reverent pray­ 
er. 
His eyes filled with tears. 
He was 
deeply touched, and I asked him why he 
becam e so sad. A fter pondering my ques­ 
tion for a few moment* he replied: 
“ ‘I am sad because I feel sorry that 
he had to die by the hand of a villain. 
Don’t you find, judging from his picture, 
th a t his eyes are full of tears and that 
his Ups are sad with a secret sorrow ?’ 


“Like all orientals, he epoke In a poet­ 
ical w ay and left me w ith m any deep 
bows. 
“Thle little Incident proves how U rgely 
the nam e of Lincoln Is worshiped th ro u g h ­ 
out th e world and how legendary his per­ 
sonality h as become. 
“Now, why was Lincoln so gTeat 
that he overshadows nil other nation­ 
al heroes? 
He really wns not a great 
general, like Napoleon or Washington. 
He wns not such a skillful statesman 
as Gladstone of Frederick the Great. 
But his supremacy expresses itself al­ 
together In his peculiar moral power 
and in the greatness of his character. 
He had come through many hardships 
and much experience to the realiza­ 
tion that the greatest human achieve­ 
ment Is love. He was what Beethoven 
was 
in 
music, 
Dante 
in 
poetry, 
Raphael in painting and Christ in tho 
philosophy of fife. 
He aspired to be 
divine, and he wns. 
“It is natural that before he reached 
his goal he had to walk the highway 
of mistakes. 
But we find him never­ 
theless in every tendency true to one 
main motive, and that was to benefit 
mankind. 
He was one who wanted to 
be great through his smallness. 
If he 
had failed to become president he 
would be. no doubt, just os great as 
he is now, but only God could appre­ 
ciate It. 
The judgment of the world 
Is usually wrong iii the beginning, and 
it takes centuries to correct it. 
But 
In the ease of Lincoln the world was 
right from the start. 
Sooner or later 
Lincoln would have been seen to be a 
great man. even though he had never 
been an American president. 
But it 
would have taken a great generation 
to place him where be belongs. 
“Lincoln died prematurely by the 
hand of an assassin, and naturally we 
condemn the criminal from our view ­ 
point of Justice. 
But the question is, 
Was his death not predestined by a 
divine wisdom, and was it not better 
for the nation and for his greatness 
that he died Just in that way and at 
that particular moment? 
We know so 
little about that divine law which we 
call fate that no one can answer. 
Christ 
had 
a 
presentiment 
of 
his 
death, and there are indications that 
also Lincoln had strange dreams and 
presentiments of something tragic. 
If 
that was really the fact, can w e con­ 
ceive that human will could have pre­ 
vented the outcome of the universal or 
divine will? 
I doubt it. 
I doubt also 
that Lincoln could have done more to 
prove his greatness than he did. 
I am 
convinced that we are but instruments 
In the hands of an unknown power 
and that we have to follow its bidding 
to the end. 
We have a certain ap­ 
parent independence, according to our 
moral character, wherein we may ben­ 
efit our fellows, but in all eternal 
and universal 
questions 
we 
follow 
blindly a divine predestination. 
Ac­ 
cording to that eternal law, the great­ 
est of national heroes had to die, but 
an immortal glory still shines on his 
deeds. 
“However, the biggest heroism is 
that 
which is based on humanity, 
truth, justice and pity. All other forms 
are 
doomed 
to 
forgetfulness. 
The 
greatness of Aristotle or Kant is in­ 
significant compared with the great­ 
ness of Buddha. Moses and Christ. 
The greatness of Napoleon, Caesar or 
Washington is only moonlight by the 
sun of Lincoln. His example is uni­ 
versal 
and 
will 
last thousands 
of 
years. 
Washington 
was 
a 
typical 
American. 
Napoleon 
was a 
typical 
Frenchman, hut Lincoln was a human­ 
itarian as broad as the world. H e was 
bigger than his country, bigger than 
all the presidents together. Why? Be­ 
cause he loved his enemies as him self 
and because he was a universal indi­ 
vidualist who wanted to see him self in 
the world, not the world in himself. 
He was great through his simplicity 
and was noble through his charity. 
“Lincoln is a strong type of those 
who make for truth and justice, for 
brotherhood and freedom. Love is the 
foundation of his life. That Is what 
makes him Immortal, and that is the 
quality of a giant. I hope that his cen­ 
tenary birthday will create an impulse 
toward righteousness among the na­ 
tions. Lincoln lived and died a hero, 
and as a great character he will live 
as long as the world lives. May his 
life long bless humanity.”—Count S. 
Stakelberg in New York World.

“The more I thought about it the 
more I became convinced that there 
ought to be some w’ay of getting 
around the matter. 
Build a theater 
car, I said to myself. 
I have spent 
lots of sleepless nights pondering over 
it and recently hit upon what. I con­ 
sider a practical scheme. 
“My idea is to build a ear patterned 
along the general lines of the dining 
car. 
The kitchen will be the same. 
All the room given to the kitchen is 
needed. 
My plan takes In the rest of 
the car 
I propose to build floors that 
will rise in sections above the regular 
flooring of the ear when they are 
needed. 
They will he regulated by 
machinery and when not elevated will 
lie close to the bottom flooring, s< 
there will he a level stretch. 
“The portions of the floor to be raised 
will he in three divisions, one rising 
higher than the one before it. 
That 
you see. will make three distinct tiers 
and give everybody a chance to see tile 
stage. 
When I say stiyje I mean just 
a little platform not over a foot and 
a half from the floor and only w’ide 
enough for two performers. 
Our the­ 
atrical productions will never take in 
more than two performers. 
“The regular seats used in the din­ 
ing ear will be used for the theater 
seats. 
The tables will he constructed 
so they may be converted into seats by 
turning a lever. 
Thus sixty-five poi­ 
sons may he seated. 
It will cost about 
$30,000 to build the sort of car I have 
in uiind. 
I think the railroad people 
will take to the idea because I will not 
charge them anything to use the car 
for dining purposes. 
I will supply the 
waiters, and they will act as ushers, 
ticket takers and property men for the 
theater. 
“It will be my aim to have only well 
known performers appear. A perform­ 
er finishing an engagement in New 
York, we w’ill say, is to go to Chicago, 
there to fill an engagement. 
I will 
book him or her to appear in my thea­ 
ter car on the trip. 
I will pay just 
a little for the one day’s appearance or 
perhaps merely 
furnish the actor's 
transportation. 
“Well know’ii actors are always go 
big and coming. 
There will be a 
change of hill each day. Besides these 
performers, there will be moving pic­ 
tures. 
I expect to have at least two 
performers and then the pictures. 
I 
wyi have a phonograph on hand for 
talking pictures.”
